(57) Abstract: A cushion capable of maintaining a backbone at a correct posture and making it hard for a muscular fatigue to occur 
even if seated thereon for a long time, wherein the inside of the cushion (1) is divided into a hip part support area (1A) and a leg 
crossing area (IB), cork chips (2) arc filled in the hip support area, the leg crossing area is formed in a three-layer structure by 
surrounding a hard foam resin layer (3) by a soft foam resin layer (4), and the upper surface of the hip part support area is formed 
thicker so as to be tilted toward the upper surface of the leg crossing area so that a pelvis can be easily tilted forward. 
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
